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Fire station could be 
new student housing 


THE UPPER floors of 
Northampton town cen¬ 
tre's fire station could 
soon be converted into a 
halls of residence for uni¬ 
versity students. 

The University of Northamp¬ 
ton has told Northamptonshire 
County Council, which owns 
the fire station, it believes the 
second, third and fourth floors 
of the building in The Mounts 
could be converted into student 
accommodation. 

The space was last used by the 
Minster General Housing Asso¬ 
ciation to provide flats for peo¬ 
ple to rent, but the group moved 
its tenants out earlier this year. 

In a report which will be seen 
by members of the council’s 
cabinet next week, John Pardoe, 
from the council’s asset man¬ 
agement service, said the upper 
floors of the fire station could 
be rented to the university for 
£40,000 a year. 

He said: “The University of 
Northampton showed interest 
in using the premises for stu¬ 
dent accommodation. 

“Terms were discussed for a 
lease and the rent agreed provi¬ 
sionally at £40,000 per annum. 

“The university will need to 
carry out works to the premises 
to make them suitable for stu¬ 
dents.” 

In his report, Mr Pardoe ac¬ 


knowledged the flats above the 
fire station can only be accessed 
through a door on the side of the 
building. 

He also pointed out the stu¬ 
dent flats will have no parking 
spaces, but said the university 
was aware of the issues and be¬ 
lieved the building would still 
be suitable for its students. 

He said: “The university con¬ 
siders that the accommodation 
can be made into a hall of resi¬ 
dence and acknowledges the ac¬ 
cess difficulties.” 

But he pointed out that rent¬ 
ing the building to the universi¬ 
ty for an initial four-year period 
would not prevent the council 
from one day selling off the flats, 
adding: “The university will 
carry out internal alterations to 
make the premises suitable for 
a hall of residence. 

“These should not prevent the 
eventual disposal of the flats as 
individual units.” 

The council has also held talks 
with the fire service, which does 
not believe the conversion of 
the space above the station into 
student flats would cause any 
problems for the operation of 
the building. 

Members of Northampton¬ 
shire County Council’s cabinet 
will discuss the proposals dur¬ 
ing a meeting at County Hall 
in Northampton from 2pm on 
Tuesday.

Sarah’s Law 
reveals risk 



A PILOT scheme enabling 
parents to apply for infor¬ 
mation on anyone who 
has unsupervised access to 
their children has already 
seen two families discover 
their offspring were at risk 
from potential sex offend¬ 
ers. 

Northamptonshire Police was 
one of the first forces in the coun¬ 
try to launch The Sex Offenders 
Disclosure Scheme in August this 
year, and in the first three months 
of the trial going live, a number 
of children have been identified 
as being in regular contact with 
known paedophiles. 

Since August, two cases have 
required police to divulge to par¬ 
ents that their children were in 
contact with registered child sex 
offenders. 

Meanwhile, 16 other applica¬ 
tions have not involved a child 
sex offender, but may have result¬ 


ed in advice being offered to par¬ 
ents or alternative police action. 

A further four cases are current¬ 
ly being investigated, including 
one man who is on bail for child sex 
crimes but has access to chil¬ 
dren. 

Det Chief Insp Mark Behan, 
head of public protection at 
Northamptonshire Police, said: 
“I believe this scheme is definite¬ 
ly making a difference to child 
protection in the county and I’m 
pleased that we were one of the 
first forces to go live with it. 

“At the end of most of the en¬ 
quiries we are giving advice to 
the applicant or continuing with 
other police intervention, but in 
two cases we have made disclo¬ 
sures about sex offenders which 
is very important. 

“We have had a really good 
response because we’re offer¬ 
ing real reassurance to parents. 
We helped one lady who wanted 
to check on her new partner be¬ 
cause her previous partner was, 


unknown to her, a sex offender. 

“The relief and reassurance 
she felt when we told her there 
was nothing to worry about was 
great. We have had many enquir¬ 
ies from people who have met 
partners over the internet, some 
from ex-partners and concerned 
grandparents. 

“Instead of being unsure, or 
even taking matters into their 
own hands, people can get the re¬ 
assurance they need. 

“It’s a real step forward in pub¬ 
lic protection that puts children’s 
welfare first.” 

Dubbed ‘Sarah’s Law’, after 
the campaign launched by Sara 
Payne whose daughter Sarah was 
murdered by a convicted paedo¬ 
phile in 2000, the pilot scheme 
gives any adult the right to apply 
for vital information on someone 
who has unsupervised access 
with children.

Council 
factory 
is to be 
sold off 


A COUNCIL-RUN em¬ 
ployment centre which 
dodged closure during 
a round of spending 
cuts in 2005 could now 
be sold off to the pri¬ 
vate sector. 

Duston-based factory Nor- 
dis, which employs disabled 
people to make street signs, 
faced closure in budget cuts 
announced by Northampton¬ 
shire County Council in Oc¬ 
tober 2005. 

It was saved at the last 
minute after the workers 
and their families mounted 
a major campaign to stop the 
closure. 

But in documents which 
were published by the coun¬ 
ty council late last night, the 
authority said it was now 
planning to sell the business 
to construction firm May 
Gurney, which looks after 
the county’s roads. 

In a report which will be 
seen by the council’s cabi¬ 
net next week, Alison Parry, 
from the authority’s envi¬ 
ronment unit, said: “Nordis 
Signs has struggled to oper¬ 
ate on a break-even basis for 
many years, which has re¬ 
quired the county council to 
underwrite its losses. 

“This sale will place Nor¬ 
dis in the ownership of an 
organisation which has the 
capacity to facilitate a sig¬ 
nificant increase in Nordis’s 
turnover and improve prof¬ 
itability via access to the 


wider network of contracts 
operated by May Gurney, 
hence securing the long¬ 
term future of the business, 
and no longer requiring the 
council to underwrite poten¬ 
tial losses.” 

When the council planned 
to close Nordis in 2005, it 
employed about 30 disabled 
workers. 

Yesterday, the council said 
the business now employed 
only 14. 

The Department for Work 
and Pensions has said it will 
continue to fund the employ¬ 
ment of at least 17 disabled 
workers at Nordis for at least 
the next five years. 

In her report, Mrs Parry 
said the sale of the firm could 
lead to the creation of new 
jobs at the Northampton fac¬ 
tory. 

She said: “The purchaser 
is committed to continu¬ 
ing to operate Nordis as a 
Government registered sup¬ 
ported business, providing 
meaningful employment to 
people with disabilities. 

“The increased turnover of 
the business may lead to de¬ 
velopment and advance op¬ 
portunities for existing staff, 
and could lead to additional 
employment opportunities 
for people with disabilities.” 

The council’s cabinet will 
make a final decision on 
whether the business should 
be sold during a meeting at 
County Hall on Tuesday next 
week.

Road collapses 



A BURST pipe caused 
havoc when the surface 
collapsed on a North¬ 
ampton street. 

The burst, in Hood Street 
in The Mounts, created a hole 
of around a foot long on one 
side of the road on Sunday 
evening. 

Police cordoned off the mid¬ 
dle of the street, preventing 
cars from passing, and only 
residents who lived in nearby 
houses were allowed access. 

The burst was at first sus¬ 
pected to be a collapsed sewer 


due to the size of the hole it 
created next to the pavement. 

A spokesman for Northamp¬ 
tonshire County Council said 
highways engineers helped 
Anglian Water to investigate 
the cause of the collapse. 

The spokesman also con¬ 
firmed the site had had no pre¬ 
viously reported problems. 

The issue is currently being 
looked into by Anglian Water, 
which the county council 
spokesman said was responsi¬ 
ble for fixing the problem. 

One resident, who did not 


want to be named, claimed 
she saw a van stuck in the 
hole soon after the burst on 
Sunday. 

She said: “I came home to 
find the road cordoned off and 
police stopping anyone going 
through. 

“A van was stuck in the 
hole and they were trying to 
get it out.” 

She added: “The police of¬ 
ficer told me he thought it had 
been caused by a collapsed 
sewer and couldn’t let anyone 
pass in case it rained more 


and caused the road to col¬ 
lapse further.” 

A spokesman for Anglian 
Water said the burst was a 
priority case for them but 
they did not know how long it 
would take to repair it. 

He said: “It looks like a 
burst pipe where water has 
gushed out and done what it 
has done to the road. Teams 
are currently continuing 
their investigation. 

“It is a priority job for us 
but we do not know how long 
it will take yet.”

Questions 
raised on 
pay review

LEAKED documents ob¬ 
tained by our sister paper 
the Chronicle & Echo have 
raised "serious questions' 
about the pay review be¬ 
ing carried out by North¬ 
ampton Borough Council, 
opposition councillors 
have said. 

The Chron has obtained a 10- 
page document which reveals 
how high up the pay scale every 
job at the Guildhall has been rat¬ 
ed under the authority’s pay and 
grading review. 

The papers reveal the lowest 
rated job at the council is trainee 
accountant, which comes below 
such posts as mobile toilet clean¬ 
er and static toilet attendant. 

The deputy leader of the Con¬ 
servative opposition group at the 
Guildhall, Councillor Phil Larratt 
(Con, East Hunsbury) said such 
ratings raised serious questions 
about the pay review process. 


He said: “Having a trainee ac¬ 
countant rated lower than a toi¬ 
let cleaner sounds very strange. 
After all, a trainee accountant 
will probably be a university 
graduate. So I think it should be 
looked into because it must be 
very confusing for staff and will 
leave them unsure about how the 
whole process has worked.” 

Union leaders at the Guildhall 
have said they have been ‘snowed 
under’ with queries from people 
who believe their jobs have been 
ranked incorrectly. 

But the leader of the author¬ 
ity, Councillor Brian Hoare (Lib 
Dem, Abington) insisted the re¬ 
view had been carried out in a 
‘professional manner’. 

He said: “I think the titles of 
some jobs, when you look at them 
in this format, do raise your eye¬ 
brows. But the evaluation is not 
based on job titles, it’s on the con¬ 
tent of the job, which has been 
evaluated in a very professional 
way.” 


The authority’s chief execu¬ 
tive, David Kennedy, also pointed 
out workers could appeal against 
their grading. 

He said: “Implementing the 
national pay and grading scheme 
has not been an easy process. 
We’ve used a nationally recog¬ 
nised system to assess and com¬ 
pare the challenges and demands 
of a huge number of jobs across 
the council. 

“I believe we’ve achieved our 
goal in creating a fair pay struc¬ 
ture which recognises each job in 
terms of its content. 

“However, at every stage we’ve 
reminded staff they have the right 
to appeal if they’re concerned the 
results do not accurately repre¬ 
sent their role.” 

Under the review, about 40 per 
cent of the council’s 1,174 staff 
will get a pay rise while 36 per 
cent will see their salaries stay 
the same and 24 per cent will face 
a pay cut from the beginning of 
2012.

AT least 18 foster carers are be¬ 
ing sought by Northamptonshire 
County Council to take on young¬ 
sters permanently. 

The authority held an open evening 
yesterday for people who can give a loving 
and stable home to 18 of the county’s most 
vulnerable children aged between nine 
and 13, including three sibling groups. 

Val, aged 52, from Northamptonshire, 
who has two permanent foster daughters 
aged 15 and 13, said potential foster carers 
should expect long-term rewards rather 
than instant gratitude but said the effort 
was worth it. 

She said: “I’m giving my time and my 
love and my care to a child who hasn’t 
had all those things together. One of them 
asked the other day what I get out of look¬ 
ing after them. I said I was doing it for the 
moment when they could walk out of this 
house a fully-fledged adult with all the life 
skills they need.” 

Foster carers are paid a weekly allow¬ 
ance to cover the costs of caring for a 
child a payment in line with their skills 
and development as a foster carer. Chil¬ 
dren who need a permanent foster fam¬ 
ily are those who are unable to return to 
their birth families and need a family who 
can care and support them into adulthood 
and beyond. 

Councillor Andrew Grant (Con, Brack- 
ley East) cabinet member for children 
and young people, said: “It’s important 
that all children who are fostered stay in 
the area where they currently live so they 
can continue to attend their local school 
and see friends. 

“By becoming a permanent foster car¬ 
er you are offering these young people a 
stable home environment in return for a 
challenging but rewarding experience. 

“We welcome applications from a vari¬ 
ety of people, as the carers we need are as 
diverse as the children themselves. The 
main things you need are commitment, 
the ability to care for a child or young per¬ 
son who has been separated from their 
own family and most importantly, enjoy 
having children in your life.”

THE 10th annual Diwa- 
li Lights Celebration in 
Northampton was the 
biggest yet, with an esti¬ 
mated total of 5,000 peo¬ 
ple taking part in the event 
during the day.

If the lead characters were more 
clearly defined, and indeed even 
likeable, we might be willing 
travelling companions on this 
odyssey. 

However, not even the impeccable 


comic timing of Galifianakis and 
co-star Robert Downey Jr can 
spark the dull dialogue to life or 
compel us to care about the two 
mismatched men as they career 
from one outrageous misfortune 
to the next. 

Expectant father Peter Highman 
(Robert Downey Jr) is a worka¬ 
holic, who keeps in touch with 
his pregnant wife Sarah (Michelle 
Monaghan) via his omnipresent 
mobile phone. 

With her waters expected to break 
in only a few days, Peter prepares 
to fly home to make sure he is at 
Sarah’s side for the birth. 

A bag mix-up with fellow pas¬ 
senger Ethan Tremblay (Zach 
Galifianakis), an aspiring actor 
who carries his dog in his hand 


luggage, leads to both men being 
thrown off the flight. 

In the absence of his passport or 
wallet, Peter reluctantly accepts 
a lift from Ethan and his pooch, 
who are travelling to Hollywood 
to seek fame and fortune. 

“I’ve got 90 friends on Facebook ..

The aspiring actor quickly grates 
on Peter, leading to interludes 
with a drug dealer (Juliette 
Lewis) and a Western Union agent 
(Danny McBride), who turns out 
to be a wounded soldier from the 
conflict of the Middle East. 
Eventually the father-to-be snaps

hate you on a cellular level!” - but 


the film demands the healing of 
wounds. 

Due Date delivers 95 minutes of 
missed opportunities, includ¬ 
ing the pointless introduction of 
Peter’s good friend Darryl (Jamie 
Foxx) so the two men can procure 
a new car. 

There’s no on-screen chemistry 
between the leads and we don’t 
believe for a minute that enmity 
would mellow into companion¬ 
ship by the end of the trek. 

A car chase across the Mexican 
border is preposterous and, simi¬ 
larly, a gross-out scene in the car 
late at night strains credibility. 
Monaghan is stuck at the end of a 
phone for almost the entire film as 
Downey Jr and Galifianakis try to 
unearth just one decent laugh.

Havana Rakatan Review 



WITH our Strictly Chron Danc¬ 
ing competition fast approach¬ 
ing, something of the dancing 
bug has hit our offices, and 
it was with this in mind that I 
went to see Havana Rakatan at 
Derngate auditorium in North¬ 
ampton on Friday night.

IAN SAMPSON believes 
his Cobblers side have al¬ 
most turned the corner after 
watching them win a second 
game in four days.

On Saturday we maybe got a couple 
of breaks but we were the better 
side. 

“Sometimes there isn’t much 
between teams and this is a tight 


league, but we didn’t need a lot of 
luck in that game. It was nice to 
have a couple of defenders on the 
scoresheet. It was a bit scrappy in the 
first half but in the second half we got 
the ball down and played a bit more.” 

Town’s victory came at a cost 
with Leon McKenzie being substi¬ 
tuted early in the second half after 
damaging a thigh. 

The striker joins Marcus Hall 
and Kevin Thornton on the injured 
list - the former missing out due 
to a knock sustained against Gill¬ 
ingham on Saturday and the latter 


after hurting himself in quite differ¬ 
ent circumstances. 

“Leon tweaked the top of his 
thigh playing a pass through only 
a couple of minutes into the second 
half,” he said. “We’ll need to get 
him in and have a look at him to de¬ 
termine whether it is a pull or just a 
mild strain. We don’t know yet. 

“Kevin Thornton rang the physio 
on Sunday because he’d fallen down 
the stairs at home and his ankle had 
swollen up. We also lost Marcus 
Hall to a groin injury so it was even 
more pleasing to get the win.” 


A dream 
come true 
for Foden 

BEN FODEN says it will be a dream come 
true when he stands in front of the haka 
with England at Twickenham on Satur¬ 
day. 

Foden will make his first start for Eng¬ 
land at Twickenham along with Saints 
team-mates Chris Ashton and Courtney 
Lawes after all three were yesterday 
named in Martin Johnson’s side for the 
opening Investec international against 
New Zealand on Saturday. 

All three were part of the thrilling 21- 
20 win over Australia in June that has 
injected new life into Johnson’s regime, 
though just how much will be shown over 
the next month as England also take on 
Australia, Samoa and South Africa. 

Saints skipper Dylan Hartley missed that 
tour because of a knee injury and will be on 
the bench on Saturday as former Saint Ste¬ 
ve Thompson retains his place at hooker. 

Foden said: “It is very exciting. 

“I played in the New Zealand Maori 
game on the tour, but this is going to be 
something special. 

“Every boy grows up dreaming of play¬ 
ing against the All Blacks and now I am 
going to fulfil it. 

“It is going to be a great Test. We did well 
to beat Australia down there and we will take 
a lot of confidence from that. We want to play 
in the same exciting fashion and really give it 
a go against New Zealand. 

“It is going to be up another level in front 
of 80,000 people and millions more watching 
on TV. The nerves will be there, but once the 
action gets under way all that will be forgot¬ 
ten and it will be just 15 against 15, like any 
other game. 

“They are the number one team in the 
world and this is a step up in level for us, 
but we want to give it a real good go and 
take them on. There is an aura about the 
All Blacks, but we want to make sure we 
don’t hold anything back. 

“We don’t want to stand back and ad¬ 
mire them for the first 20 minutes, be well 
behind and then realise that they are hu¬ 
man and we can play against them. 

“We respect them as a very good side, 
but we don’t want to come off with any re¬ 
grets. We are a good team as well and we 
want to test New Zealand and see how we 
fare against them.”
